Bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  were  made  fortnightly  on  all  sources  of  water  supply. 

A table  showing  the  results  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  tests  on  the  filtered  supplies  is  given  below  : 
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RIVER  POLLUTION. 

The  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  the  River  Cynon,  resulting 
from  the  construction  by  the  National  Coal  Board  at  the  Middle  Duffryn 
Power  Station  of  two  settling  ponds  to  deal  with  the  flue  dust  which  had 
formerly  discharged  direct  into  the  river,  was  recorded  in  the  1955  Annual 
Report. 

During  1956,  the  Board  began  planning  the  further  works,  the  desirability 
of  which  had  been  urged  upon  them  in  the  preceding  year  and  which,  while 
primarily  intended  to  neutralise  the  acidity  of  the  final  effluent,  may  it  is 
hoped  incidentally  achieve  more  complete  precipitation  of  the  dust  trapped, 
and  so  improve  the  appearance  as  well  as  the  content  of  the  final  discharge 
into  the  River. 

It  is  becoming  traditional  that  the  Phurnacite  Plant  should  receive 
separate  treatment  in  these  Reports,  and  comment  upon  a positive  improve- 
ment effected  in  connection  with  the  Plant,  but  in  this  sphere,  is  further 
reserved  until  later. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  1955  Report  contained  a fairly  lengthy  apologia  for  an  attitude  of 
mind  on  the  part  of  the  public  which  declined  to  recognise  that  any  progress 
whatsoever  was  being  made  in  this  field.  During  1956,  public  dissatisfaction 
so  far  outstripped  apparent  progress  as  to  induce  such  a condition  of  near 
frustration  on  the  part  of  the  Council,  its  officers,  and  those  of  the  National 
Coal  Board,  as  led  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  the  quasi-serious  suggestion  that 
the  only  way  of  convincing  the  public  of  Aberdare  that  real  progress  was 
being  made,  was  to  deprive  them  for  a period  of  twenty-four  hours  of 
the  benefit  of  all  the  improvement  works  which  had  been  carried  out. 

It  was,  however,  demonstrated  that  the  Council  had,  when  setting  itself 
the  task  of  cleaning  up  the  atmosphere  at  the  lower  end  of  the  Aberdare  Valley, 
correctly  appreciated  the  extent  and  source  of  the  problem  for,  notwith- 
standing the  very  considerable  interest  which  the  topic  commanded  during 
the  year,  no  suggestion  was  made  that  any  further  sources  of  pollution 
existed  which  the  Council  had  overlooked. 

The  local  problems  in  this  connection,  therefore,  remain  the  same,  viz. 

(i)  flue  dust  from  the  stack  at  the  Aberaman  Colliery  ; 

(ii)  coal  dust  from  the  coal  drier  at  the  Middle  Duffryn  Power 
station  ; and 

(iii)  dust  and  fumes  from  the  Phurnacite  Plant  at  Abercwmboi. 

The  measures  taken  by  the  Board  to  deal  with  the  problem  at  the  Aber- 
aman Colliery  were  founded  on  the  provision  of  mechanical  cyclones.  A 
considerable  sum  was  expended  by  the  Board  in  their  installation,  and  it  is 
in  consequence  of  what  appear  to  be  the  necessary  limits  of  their  effectiveness 
for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  acquired,  that  the  Board  have,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  remaining  dust  problems,  relied  upon  electro  static  precipitators. 

However  at  the  Council's  insistence,  the  Board  have,  at  Aberaman, 
effected,  or  caused  to  be  effected,  improvements  both  in  the  equipment  itself 
and  in  its  manner  of  operation,  which  have  probably  led  to  its  being  operated 
at  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency  of  which  it  is  capable  at  this  installation. 
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Evidence  of  how  seriously  the  Board  rate  their  duty  to  eliminate  this  dust 
nuisance,  is  to  be  found  in  an  undertaking  by  the  Board’s  Area  General 
Manager  that  if  the  results  so  achieved  continue  to  fall  short  of  what  is 
necessary  in  the  public  interest,  most  serious  consideration  will  be  given  to 
the  installation  of  equipment  of  a different  type  to  arrest  the  dust  from  this 
stack.  As  it  was  obviously  unreasonable  that  this  course  should  be  con- 
templated before  all  else  had  failed,  it  was  agreed  that  final  consideration  of 
the  matter  should  be  deferred,  until  the  work  then  proceeding  had  been 
completed  at  the  Middle  Duffryn  Power  Station  and  the  Phurnacite  Plant. 
Either,  or  both,  of  the  latter  could  conceivably  have  contributed  to  the 
nuisance  of  which  residents  near  the  Colliery  were  justifiably  complaining, 
and  which  were  being  attributed  to  the  stack  itself. 

It  was  suggested  in  the  1955  Report  that  the  work  of  installing  electro- 
static precipitators  at  the  Middle  Duffryn  Power  Station  might  not  be  complete 
until  early  1957,  and  this  was  in  fact  the  case.  The  impulse  to  report  the 
compeletion  of  some  aspect  of  this  work  is,  however,  so  irresistible  that 
although  it  is  anticipating  next  year’s  Report,  it  is  here  recorded  that  the 
equipment  installed  at  this  Power  Station,  has  completely  fulfilled  the  hopes 
that  everyone  had  as  to  its  efficacy. 

As  mentioned  before,  the  Phurnacite  Plant  receives  separate  treatment 
later. 

In  pursuance  of  the  undertaking  given  in  last  year’s  Report,  that  this 
year’s  Report  would  say  something  more  of  the  projected  establishment  of 
a co-ordinated  series  of  atmospheric  pollution  measuring  and  testing  stations 
at  Aberdare  and  Mountain  Ash,  a separate  paragraph  on  this  subject  is 
appended. 


Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution. 


The  Council  could  probably  have  been  forgiven  if,  having  regard  to  the 
pressure  to  which  it  has  been  subject,  for  some  years,  from  the  public,  in  the 
matter  of  atmospheric  pollution,  it  tended  to  regard  this  matter  restrictively 
and  had  concentrated  exclusively  upon  securing  the  maximum  progress 
from  the  National  Coal  Board  in  dealing  with  the  particular  local  problems 
with  which  it  was  concerned.  It  would  likewise  have  been  understandable  if, 
when  the  neighbouring  Mountain  Ash  Urban  District  Council  became,  towards 
the  end  of  1955,  very  concerned  with  some  of  the  effects  of  the  Phurnacite 
Plant  upon  its  District,  the  Aberdare  Council  had  been  inclined  to  regard  the 
negotiations  on  the  projects  then  already  substantially  advanced,  as  its 
peculiar  preserve. 


It  is  noteworthy,  however,  that  this  was  not  the  case.  The  Council 
recognised  what  is  self-evident,  that  atmospheric  pollution  has  no  regard  for 
administrative  boundaries,  and  that  it  had  a part  to  play  with  other  local 
authorities  throughout  the  country  in  investigating  atmospheric  problems 
and  in  compiling  statistics  which,  if  they  were  to  be  of  any  value  at  all,  had, 
necessarily,  to  be  co-operative  in  nature. 

It  was  these  considerations,  primarily,  which  led  to  the  establishment  in 
June,  1955,  of  a co-ordinated  series  of  eight  measuring  stations  on  suitable 
sites  in  the  Aberdare  and  Mountain  Ash  Urban  Districts. 
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A table  shewing  the  results  of  the  samples  analysed  during  the  year  is 
included  in  this  Report.  Caution  should,  however,  be  exercised  in  any 
attempt  to  interpret  the  results  shewn,  since  so  many  variable  factors,  not 
least  the  weather,  must  affect  the  figures  very  considerably.  It  is  suggested 
that  a period  of  observation,  of  not  less  than  four  or  five  years,  is  necessary 
before  any  reliable  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  the  measurements  taken. 
The  results,  when  obtained,  are  submitted  not  only  to  the  respective  District 
Councils  (who  are  also  co-operating  in  other  respects),  but  to  the  Fuel  Research 
Station  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  East 
Greenwich,  London,  and  to  the  National  Coal  Board. 


Phurnacite  Plant. 

Although  it  is  not  possible  to  point  to  any  one  moment,  or  any  one  event, 
which  marks  this,  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  year  1956  will,  in  the  future, 
(if,  when  the  problem  is  solved,  anyone  takes  the  trouble  to  think  of  it  at  all), 
be  regarded  as  the  turning  point  in  the  efforts  made  to  eliminate  the 
“nuisances”  which  had  formerly  been  regarded  as  inseparable  from  the 
Phurnacite  Plant. 


Taking  first  what  was  always  regarded  as  the  easiest  of  these  nuisances — 
the  ammoniacal  effluent  which  had  formerly  discharged  direct  into  the  river. 


In  September,  1956,  the  ammonia  concentration  plant,  work  on  which 
had  begun  in  the  previous  year,  and  which  was  designed  to  purify  and  con- 
centrate ammonia  from  the  crude  ammonia  liquor  , was  completed  ; as  were 
also  the  further  works  required  to  discharge  the  residual  effluent  into  specially 
constructed  settling  ponds  on  a nearby  tipping  site.  It  is  very  substantially 
true  to  say  that,  since  that  time,  there  has  been  no  discharge  of  ammonia 
into  the  river,  in  which  the  effect  of  the  removal  of  this  particularly  obnoxious, 
poisonous  and  evil  smelling  effluent  can  be  clearly  seen. 


Viewed  quantitatively,  the  dust  nuisance  associated  with  the  Plant  is 
perhaps  the  greatest  ; and  the  unique  feature  of  the  measures  being  taken 
towards  its  solution,  was  that  the  Board  have,  so  it  is  understood,  for  the  first 
time  in  this  country,  used  electrostatic  recipitators  to  trap  combustible 
material,  i.e.,  coal  dust.  The  efficiency  of  such  precipitators  in  dealing  with 
non-combustible  material,  e.g.,  flue  dust,  has,  of  course,  been  known  for  some 
years.  However,  the  decision  of  the  Board,  as  reported  in  the  two  previous 
Annual  Reports,  to  proceed  with  the  provision  of  this  equipment  in  both 
the  old  and  the  new  coal  driers  of  the  Plant,  before  it  had  actually  been  tried 
in  the  new  driers,  is  perhaps  the  greatest  evidence  that  exists  of  the  length 
to  which  the  Divisional  Chairman  has  been  prepared  to  go  to  secure  the 
earliest  possible  solution  to  this  problem. 

By  the  year-end,  the  Sturtevant  precipitators  provided  on  the  old  driers 
at  the  Plant  had  been  brought  into  use,  and  the  Simon  Carves  sets  being 
provided  as  an  integral  part  of  the  new  batteries,  were  undergoing  unofficial 
tests.  The  former  were  not,  at  that  time,  operating  to  quite  the  same  very 
high  degree  of  efficiency  being  achieved  by  the  latter,  but  the  situation  which 
existed  at  December,  1956  offered  good  hope  of  a very  substantial  improve- 
ment, at  an  early  date,  in  this  respect. 
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Technically,  it  is  the  fume  nuisance  which  has  always  been  regarded  as 
the  most  difficult,  so  much  so,  as  to  have  been  regarded  until  recently  as 
unsolvablc  ; and,  as  has  been  previously  reported,  it  was  a visit  from  the 
present  Deputy  Chief  Alkali  Inspector  which  provided  the  initial  impetus 
towards  its  solution.  Events  since  that  first  visit  in  October,  1955,  have 
moved  so  far,  that  it  is  now  little  more  than  a matter  of  academic  interest 
that  Dr.  Mahler’s  original  suggestion  of  controlled  ignition  of  the  fumes 
themselves,  was  found  impracticable  by  reason  of  the  risk  of  explosion  inherent 
therein.  Instead,  the  Board,  after  extensive  research  and  scientific  investi- 
gation, constructed,  for  erection  on  one  of  the  batteries,  an  experimental 
pilot  plant,  the  principle  of  which  involved  the  washing  of  the  fumes  with 
ammonia  liquor.  This  had  the  effect,  which  was  first  demonstrated  on  the 
occasion  of  a further  visit  by  Dr.  Mahler  in  August  1956,  of  reducing  the  cloud 
of  yellow  fumes  liberated  from  the  battery  concerned,  to  a quickly  dissipated 
plume  of  what  was  apparently  steam,  containing  only  a barely  discernable 
yellow  discolouration  which  itself  swiftly  disappeared. 

The  results  achieved,  and  the  installation  programme  for  this  equipment 
in  the  remainder  of  the  Plant  which  was  subsequently  defined  by  the  National 
Coal  Board,  following  the  tests  to  which  the  pilot  plant  was  subjected,  offer 
good  hope  of  the  solution  of  this  problem  by  mid-1958.  One  result  of  this 
particular  work,  which,  while  incidental  to  the  Council’s  original  purpose,  is 
yet  of  considerable  importance,  is  the  very  considerable  improvement  of  the 
working  conditions  of  employees  at  the  top  of  the  batteries,  which  can  be 
expected  to  result  from  its  completion. 

Those  for  whom  this  report  is  intended,  but  who  have  not  been  in  close 
touch  with  this  matter  throughout,  will,  it  is  hoped,  appreciate  how  difficult 
it  has  been  for  the  Members  and  Officers  conducting  the  negotiations  with  the 
Board  (whose  Divisional  Chairman  has  offered  outstanding  co-operation),  to 
suffer  repeated  charges  of  inaction.  It  is  true  that  these  criticisms  were 
based  upon  an  incomplete  appreciation  of  what  was  happening  ; but  deter- 
mined efforts  on  the  part-of  the  Council,  (maintained  in  1957),  did  not,  in  the 
absence  of  an  immediate,  complete  and  visible  solution,  achieve  any  great 
results.  Expressed  in  kinder  terms  than  those  sometimes  used,  the  exhorta- 
tion of  the  public  to  the  Council  has  been  : 

- seek  not  yet  repose, 

Watch  as  if  on  that  alone 
Hung  the  issue  of  the  day, 

Watch ” 

This,  at  all  events,  is  what  was  done,  with  what  final  results  will  be  re- 
corded in  future  Reports. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTORS. 


During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  (Change  of  Designation)  Act, 
1956,  came  into  operation  ; the  Act  provides  that  Sanitary  Inspectors  shall 
in  future  be  designated  Public  Health  Inspectors. 


Arising  out  of  proposals  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  in  agreement 
with  interested  bodies,  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  and  Sanitary  Inspectors 
Examination  Joint  Board  has  been  reconstituted  as  the  Public  Health  In- 
spectors Education  Board.  The  objects  of  the  new  Board  may  be  summarised 
as  follows  :- 


1.  To  examine  for  and  issue  a Diploma  in  Public  Health  Inspection  as  the 
basic  qualification  to  be  recognised  by  the  Minister  ; 


2.  To  examine  for  other  certificates  it  may  consider  necessary  for  Public 
Health  Inspectors  ; 


3.  To  approve  courses  of  instruction  for  all  of  its  examinations  ; 


4.  To  approve  local  authorities  for  the  purpose  of  practical  training  ; and 


5.  To  keep  under  review  all  questions  relating  to  the  recruitment,  training 
and  examination  of  Public  Health  Inspectors. 


With  regard  to  paragraph  3 above,  local  authorities  are  reminded  of  the 
Working  Party’s  recommendation  that  the  system  of  paid  pupillage  for 
Public  Health  Inspectors  should  be  extended  with  the  prospect  of  its 
ultimately  becoming  the  normal  avenue  of  entry,  except  for  ex-service  candi- 
dates, and  that  practical  training  for  student  inspectors  should  be  obtained 
in  the  service  of  local  authorities  approved  for  the  purpose  by  the  new 
Education  Board.  The  Minister  accepts  the  view  of  the  Working  Party  that 
the  best  training  is  obtained  by  those  students  who  are  engaged  by  a local 
authority  specifically  as  pupils  or  student  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  has 
no  doubt  that  local  authorities  will  bear  the  recommendation  in  mind,  and 
consider  the  advantages  of  adopting  a system  of  paid  pupillage  or,  where 
appropriate,  of  extending  existing  arrangements. 


I have  to  report  that  during  the  year,  my  Authority  appointed  one  paid 
pupil  and  accepted  two  pupils  to  undertake  their  practical  training  in  an 
unpaid  capacity.  The  Secretary  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Education 
Board  was  informed  of  the  position,  so  that  there  shall  be  no  difficulty  when 
the  pupils  concerned  give  notice  of  sitting  their  final  examinations. 
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CINEMAS. 


During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  their  routine 
inspections  of  all  cinemas  in  the  district  and  on  the  whole,  the  sanitary  con- 
veniences were  kept  in  a reasonably  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Cinematograph  (Childrens)  (No.  2)  Regulations,  1955  and  the 
Cinematograph  Act,  1952,  together  with  certain  Regulations  made  thereunder 
took  effect  on  the  1st  January,  1956.  The  attention  of  all  existing  licensees 
in  my  area  has  been  drawn  to  the  above  Act  and  Regulations. 


LICENSED  PREMISES— HYGIENE. 

The  Public  Health  Officers  continued  their  routine  inspections  of  licensed 
premises  in  the  district. 

Hot  and  cold  water  installations  are  provided  in  the  bars  of  all  the 
licensed  premises  in  the  area  for  the  washing  of  glasses. 

As  a result  of  the  visits  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  living  conditions 
for  the  licensees  and  their  families  were  improved  in  several  cases. 

Similar  to  past  reports,  I have  to  state  that  the  greatest  possible  liaison 
exists  between  the  Licensing  Justices,  the  Superintendent  of  Police  and  the 
Public  Health  Department,  with  regard  to  the  hygiene  and  inspection  of 
Licensed  premises  in  the  district. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  scavenging  of  the  whole  area  is  undertaken  by  the  Council’s  own 
staff  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council’s  Engineer.  Collection  is  made 
entirely  by  mechanically  propelled  freighters,  the  use  of  horse  drawn  vehicles 
being  terminated  in  April,  1956. 

In  my  1955  Report,  I stated  that  only  three  horses  remained  in  the  service 
of  the  Council  for  assisting  with  refuse  collection.  In  April  of  this  year  these 
three  horses,  after  giving  many  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  Authority, 
were  retired  to  the  Ada  Cole  Memorial  Stables,  a widely  known  charitable 
organisation,  whose  stables  are  situated  in  St.  Albans  Road,  South  Mimms 
Hertfordshire.

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RODENT  CONTROL. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 


During  the  year,  work  on  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  was  continued 
under  N.S.  21  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  (Infestation 
Division),  and  two  operators  were  employed  full  time  by  the  Council. 


The  operators  also  carried  out  two  maintenance  treatments  of  the  sewers 
in  the  area  during  the  year.

CONDEMNED  FOOD. 

Condemned  and  diseased  carcase  meat  and  other  inedible  offals  were 
disposed  of  to  bona  fide  dealers  in  this  kind  of  material  where  it  is  properly 
processed  for  various  purposes.  Other  condemned  foodstuff  which  could 
not  be  returned  to  the  suppliers  or  used  for  processing  purposes  was  disposed 
of  with  proper  care  in  the  local  authority’s  refuse  tips.  The  tips  are  under 
regular  inspection  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  AND  CHEMICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  Public  Analyst  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  The  Parade, 
Cardiff,  undertakes  bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  for  the  Local 
Authority. 

During  the  year,  456  specimens  were  sent  by  the  Health  Department 
and  local  General  Practitioners.  These  included  throat  and  nose  swabs, 
faeces,  etc. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  AUTHORITY. 

The  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  District,  and 
during  the  year,  the  number  of  samples  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst,  approximated  to  one  sample  per  153  members  of  the  population. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  for  qualitative  analysis 
was  263,  comprising  193  milks  and  70  other  foods. 

Of  the  263  samples  examined  7 were  found  to  be  adulterated  or  other- 
wise unsatisfactory,  being  2.66.  per  cent  of  the  whole.

ICE  CREAM. 

All  the  shops  and  premises  where  ice  cream  is  sold  and  prepared  for  sale 
were  inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year.  Vehicles 
used  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  were  also  inspected  and  kept  under  observation. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  May,  1947.  These  regulations  prescribe  the  method  by  which  ice  cream 
is  manufactured. 

The  occupiers  of  all  registered  premises  within  the  district  are  aware  of 
the  requirements  of  these  regulations  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  any 
suggestions  made  have  readily  been  complied  with. 

During  the  vear  it  has  been  noticed  that  there  appears  to  be  a tendency 
towards  the  increased  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  six  new  applications  were  received  for  the  registration 
of  premises  for  the  purpose  of  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  all  were  granted. 

Ten  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year  for  qualitative 
examination.

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

On  the  1st  January,  1956,  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  came  into 
operation.  This  Act  repeals  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Amendment)  Act,  1954. 
Under  the  provisions  of  Section  13  of  the  1955  Act,  the  Food  Hygiene  Regu- 
lations, 1955,  were  made  and  these  Regulations  also  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  January,  1956. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  in  their  work  of  education  in 
Food  Hygiene,  together  with  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  premises 
involved  with  the  handling,  preparing  and  the  storage  of  food 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  to  give  advice 
and  talks  to  food  trade  employers  and  employees.  As  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I gave  several  talks  to  interested  organisations.

I have  to  report  similar  to  past  years  that,  housing  repairs  during  the 
vear  have  not  been  without  their  unsolved  problems  of  getting  landlords  to 
undertake  repairs  Continued  efforts  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to 
improve  the  conditions  of  the  order  properties  have  resulted  in  a substantial 
number  of  houses  being  attended  to,  although  it  has  been  necessary  to  resort 
to  formal  action  in  some  cases. 


The  high  cost  of  labour  and  materials  continues  to  make  the  task  of 
enforcing  housing  repairs,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  lower  rented  properties 
a most  difficult  one  to  deal  with.
